praying tbe Bamo immediately to protect 
bom from the ravages of the codlln 
moth., Many tons of fruit have been loet 
in this valley every season on account of 
neglecting this precautionary measure. 
The expense of making this spray is BO 
small and the benefits from u&iog it are 
BO satisfactory, that tbe owners o! such 
orchards should for their own benefit 
flpray their fruit, for every cent expended 
in spraying will return dollars into their 
pockets. 'Some varieties of trees are 
more affected by tbe codlin than others, 
tbe Beurre Olairgeau pear in part'culsr, 
which usually loses the entire crop if the 
codlin ia very bad. The work of tho cod- 
in causes all varieties of apples and psare 
to fall prematurely, acd those fruits 
which do remain on the tree and ripen 
present eo bad an appearance that they 
are almost unsalable. 


"Tho fruit is etill in an upright posi- 


ton, thia is the beet time to spray, tbe 
wash should be BO" directed in applying 
that it enters the calyx end of the fruit 
aa thia ia where the moth deposits her 
eggs.
